The  Council  have  employed  a  part-time  rab 
catc/ier  who  has  dealt  with  infestations,  mainly  on  private  promises,  and 
txAC  Oouncii  have,  in  accordance  nuth  bho  Ministry  of  Food  recommendations, 
made  a  charge  to  the  householder  of  2/6d.  per  house  to  cover  the  cost  of 
creaoment  and  h£  .  The  trca.tmcnt  usod  in  those  cases  was  that  recommen¬ 
ded  hy  Ghc  Ministry  of  Food,  the  P,3  trap  together  with  arsenical  bait. 

In  co-operation  ?jith  the  Brighton  Corporation,  work  has  been 
done  in  connection  with  rodent  infestation  on  the  promises  of  the  Brighton 
Corporation  Power  Station.
